AFTER prayer for God's direction and bless- 
ing in so solemn a matter, a church cove- 
nant was read, and the church voted that it should 
be left on record as that which they did owne to be 
the substance of that covenant which their fathers 
entered into at the first gathering of the church, 
which was in these words following : — 

" In the name of our Lord Jesus Christ & in obedience 
to His holy will and divine ordinances : 

'* We being by the most wise & good Providence of 
God brought together in this place — & desirous to unite 
ourselves into one congregation or church under the Lord 
Jesus Christ, our Head — that it may be in such sort as 
becometh all those whom he hath redeemed & sanctified 
to himself. — We do hereby solemnly & religiously (as 
in his most holy presence) avouch the Lord Jehovah the 
only true God to be our God & doe promise & binde our- 
selves to walke in all our wayes, according to the Rule or 
the gospel — & in all sincere conformity to His holy 
ordinances — & in mutual love to, and watchfulness over 
one another — depending wholy & only upon the Lord 
our God to enable us by his grace hereunto.'*

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THE design of receiving infants by 
baptism into the Church of Christ is 
to remind parents of their duty to them in 
their innocent and helpless age. Children 
of God by birth, it is meet that they should 
be welcomed into the Church of Christ and 
brought up under the teaching of the New 
Testament, so that their dispositions and 
habits may be early moulded under the 
benign influences of the gospel. Their 
religious education will vitally affect their 
characters, and fit them for the duties and 
responsibilities of later life. 

Then shall the minister read one or more of the 
sentences following. 

HEAR, O Israel, the Lord our God is 
one Lord ; and thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy might. And 
these words which I command thee this day 
shall be upon thine heart ; and thou shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy children, and 
shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thine 
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house, and when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou risest up. 

The promise is unto you and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord your God shall call. 

And Jesus took a young child, and set 
him in the midst of them, and when he had 
taken him in his arms, he said unto them. 
Whosoever shall receive one of such children 
in my name receiveth me ; and whosoever 
shall receive me, receiveth not me, but him 
that sent me. 

Take heed that ye despise not one of 
these little ones ; for I say unto you that 
in heaven their angels do always behold the 
face of my Father who is in heaven.

The minister should first satisfy himself that he is author- 
ized by the laws of the State to solemnize the mar- 
riage, and that the requirements of the statutes have 
been complied with by the persons to be married. 

When the persons to be married are assembled with their 
friends, and are standing before the minister, the 
woman at the left hand of the man, the minister shall 
say to the congregation: 

DEARLY beloved, we are gathered to- 
gether here in the sight of God, and 
in the face of this company, to join together 
this man and this woman in the holy bonds 
of matrimony ; which is an estate ordained 
of God, and therefore is not by any to be 
entered upon lightly or unadvisedly ; but 
reverently, discreetly, soberly, and in the 
fear of God. Into this holy estate these two 
persons now desire to enter. If any man can 
show just cause why they may not lawfully 
be joined together, let him now speak, or 
else hereafter forever hold his peace. 
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Then, also, speaking to the persons who are to be married, 
he may say : 

I REQUIRE and charge you both, that, 
if either of you know any impediment 
why ye may not be lawfully united in matri- 
mony, ye do now confess it. For be ye well 
assured that so many as are joined together 
otherwise than God's word doth allow are 
not joined together by God, neither is their 
marriage lawful. 

If no impediment be alleged, then shall the minister say 
unto the man, addressing him by his Christian name : 

M., wilt thou have this woman to be thy 
wedded wife, to live together after God's 
ordinance, in the holy estate of matrimony ? 
Wilt thou love her, comfort her, honor and 
keep her, in sickness and in health, in sor- 
row and in joy ; and, forsaking all other, 
keep thee only unto her, so long as ye both 
shall live ? 

The man shall answer : 

I will. 

Then shall the minister say unto the woman, addressing 
her by her Christian name : 

N., wilt thou have this man to be thy 
wedded husband, to live together after God's 
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ordinance, in the holy estate of matrimony ? 
Wilt thou love him, comfort him, honor and 
keep him, in sickness and in health, in sor- 
row and in joy; and, forsaking all other, 
keep thee only unto him, so long as ye both 
shall live ? 

The woman shall answer : 
I will. 

Then shall the minister say : 

Who giveth this woman to be married to 
this man ? 

Then the minister, receiving the woman at her father* s 
hands, shall cause the man, with right hand, to take 
the woman by her right hand, and to say after him 
as follows: 

I, M., take thee, N., to my wedded wife, 
to have and to hold, from this day forward, 
for better, for worse, for richer, for poorer, 
in sickness and in health, to love and to 
cherish, till death us do part, according to 
God's holy ordinance; and thereto I plight 
thee my troth. 

Then shall the woman likewise say after the minister : 

I, N., take thee, M., to my wedded hus- 
band, to have and to hold, from this day 
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forward, for better, for worse, for richer, for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and 
to cherish, till death us do part, according to 
God's holy ordinance; and thereto I plight 
thee my troth. 

Then shall they loose their hands ^ and the man shall give 
unto the woman a ring, and the minister, taking the 
ring, shall deliver it unto the man to put it upon the 
fourth finger of the woman^s left hand, and the man, 
holding the ring there, and taught by the minister, 
shall say : 

With this ring I thee wed; and to thee 
only do I promise to keep myself, so long 
as we both shall live. Amen. 

Then shall the minister speak unto the people : 

FORASMUCH as M. and N. have con- 
sented together in wedlock, and have 
witnessed the same before God and this com- 
pany, and thereto have given and pledged 
their troth each to the other, and have de- 
clared the same [by giving and receiving a 
ring, and] by joining hands : I do now pro- 
nounce that they be husband and wife ; and 
those whom God hath joined together, let 
no man put asunder. 
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Then the minister shall say : 
Let us pray. 

ALMIGHTY and Eternal God, Creator 
and Preserver of all mankind, send, 
we beseech thee, thy benediction upon these 
thy ^^fi^ftttts whom we now bless in thy 
name. May their hearts be united in the ,. 
bonds of love and purity ; may they share 
each other's joys and bear each other's bur- 
dens, so fulfilling the law of Christ. Enable 
them so faithfully to discharge the duties 
which belong to the condition into which 
they have entered, that they and all who 
may be committed to their care, may meet 
together at last in that world of perfect felic- 
ity which thou hast revealed to us by Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Or this: 

ALMIGHTY God, who hast put it into 
the hearts of these thy servants to 
live together in holy wedlock, grant unto 
them, we pray, thy continual protection and 
defence. Help them to fulfil their solemn 
vows, and to live together in holiness, in 
mutual love, and in the ways of thy com- 
mandments. Bless them, we beseech thee. 
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from thy holy habitation, that not in word 
only, or in outward form, they may be united, 
but by thy presence in their hearts they may 
be made one spirit in thee. Amen. 

Then shall he add this: 
BLESSING. 

THE Lord God Almighty bless, pre- 
serve, and keep you ; the Lord mer- 
cifully with his favor look upon you, and fill 
you with all spiritual benediction and grace ;

BLESSED are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness : For 
they shall be filled.

By one spirit are we baptized into one 
body, and we have been all made to drink 
into one spirit. 

Being many, we are one, being partakers 
of one bread. 

Behold, I stand at the door and knock : if 
any man hear my voice, and open the door, 
I will come in to him, and will sup with 
him, and he with me. 
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AN EXHORTATION. 

DEARLY Beloved, in tender memory 
of Jesus Christ, we unite in this 
service of commemoration. It is simply a 
memorial of reverence and affection, such 
as loyal disciples delight to offer to a master. 
The cup of blessing which we bless is the 
symbol of spiritual fealty, and the bread 
we break is the emblem of that fellowship 
of strength and service, which is the founda- 
tion of Christianity, seeing that we, who are 
many, are one body, for we are partakers 
of the one bread. The ancient institution 
of the Lord's Supper has no sacerdotal or 
doctrinal significance to us, neither is it an 
exclusive communion. The bread we eat, 
and the wine we drink, and the act of eat- 
ing and drinking together in the church, 
express the attitude in which we stand to 
Jesus Christ, who is our Head, and the 
open relation of mutual forbearance and 
affection by which minister and people are 
bound together in a Christian community. 

Let not the intervening centuries dim our 
gratitude or weaken our reverence for him, 
whose wondrous life and teaching have 
moulded the character and history of man- 
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kind for centuries, and one of whose latest 
wishes, uttered at the supper with his dis- 
ciples, in the guest-chamber at Jerusalem, 
was. Do this in remembrance of me. 

Then shall the minister read as follows : 

I received of the Lord that which also 
I delivered unto you, how that the Lord 
Jesus in the night in which he was betrayed 
took bread ; and when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said. This is my body 
which is for you ; this do in remembrance 
of me. In like manner also the cup after 
supper, saying, This cup is the new cove- 
nant in my blood: this do as oft as ye 
drink it, in remembrance of me. 

Then shall the minister deliver the bread^ saying : 

As the living Father sent me, and I live 
because of the Father ; so he that eateth me, 
he also shall live because of me. This is 
the bread which came down from heaven ; 
not as the fathers did eat bread and died ; 
he that eateth this bread shall live for ever. 
Let us take and eat this bread as the earthly 
symbol of a spiritual life, and in remem- 
brance of Jesus Christ. 
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Then shall the minister deliver the wine^ saying : 

Ye who do truly and earnestly repent 
you of your sins, and are in love and charity 
with your neighbors, and intend to follow 
the example of Jesus Christ, draw near with 
faith, and take this wine to the strengthening 
and refreshing of your souls, and in remem- 
brance of your Master. 

Then shall be said the following prayer^ alternately by 
minister and people. 

OGOD, Father of our spirits, we thank 
thee that in Jesus Christ, we who were 
afar off are made nigh, and are no longer 
strangers, but fellow-citizens with the saints 
and of the household of God. 

Help us to walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith we are called^ with all lowliness 
and meekness^ forbearing one another in love^ 
endeavoring to keep the unity of the spirit in 
the bond of peace. 

We remember in this our communion, 
and beseech thee to bless the multitudes of 
every name who are joined with us in our 
household of faith, our brethren in Christ 
throughout the world. 

Wtlt thou in mercy remember and bless them 
all^ that there may be one fold and one shepherd. 
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We remember those who in ages past 
have gathered around this table of the Lord, 
who have fallen asleep in Christ, in the 
joyful hope of the blessed life to come.
